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A NOTE PREFATORY 


The Bowie Collection is, from two points of view, a remark- 
able one. In the first place, there is the aroma of the family name 
that clings to it. In the annals of Maryland the name of Bowie 
is one that constantly recurs. The first Bowies came over either 
on the Arc or the Dome, the ships which brought over Leonard 
Calvert, brother of the first Lord Baltimore, and settled in St. 
Mary’s County on the Patuxent River, later on pushing further 
up into what is now Prince George County. With the leading 
families of Maryland, the Bowies have always been closely 
connected. 

Indeed, one of the ancestors of the present Mr. Bowie was 
the sixth Lord Baltimore’s son, Benedict Calvert. More than one 
Bowie also has been Governor of Maryland. ‘There was a Gov- 
ernor Robert Bowie in olden days, and in later times Governor 
Oden Bowie, the father-in-law of the owner of the collection which 
is here catalogued. It was the latter Governor Bowie who was, 
in his day, a race-horse owner and in whose honor the “Bowie 
Stakes” are run for at Saratoga year by year. 

So much for what may be called the historic interest of this 
collection. Looked at purely from the collector’s point of view, 
however, it is equally arresting. Some of it, is of course, inherited, 
other pieces have been purchased in later years by Mrs. Bowie 
herself, who, naturally, in view of her miliew and of family tradi- 
tions, confined herself almost entirely to the acquisition of early 
American furniture and glassware, while such English pottery as 
came into her possession was of the variety that was popular in 
this country a century ago. 

Thus, among the furniture, the painted chairs and settees take 
a most distinguished place, and surely there is nothing that calls 
up the memories of early American days more surely than this 
painted hickory wood furniture. Nor has Colonial maplewood 
and mahogany been slighted, while there is more than one piece to 
which the name of Duncan Phyfe may be confidently attached. 
Then there are several important pieces imported long ago from 
England, and these, as is the case with most of the eighteenth cen- 
tury English furniture, are of mahogany. One set of painted 


satinwood and two tables which are nearly similar has extreme 
interest, in that it originally belonged to Eugénie, Empress of 
the French, until the débacle of 1870 overwhelmed her. It was 
sent by her to Christie’s in London and there purchased by Mrs. 
Bowie. Other objects, such as a piecrust table and a lacquered 
chair, were “picked up” by the owner (the latter coming from 
Warwick Castle) during her periodical visits to England. 

Noticeable, also, is the glassware, chiefly early American, 
though English and Bohemian examples are also to be found there, 
as well as some of the milk-white glass which was made at Bristol. 
It would be difficult, however, to find any manifestation of early 
American home-decoration or furnishing to which attention has 
not been paid. ‘Thus lamps, candlesticks and candelabra are here, 
from the earliest description of crude whale-oil lamps to the 
be-prismed mantel garnitures of later times, as also clocks, mirrors 
and pictures of the end of the eighteenth and the beginning of the 
nineteenth centuries. 

Among the textiles will be found not only such instances of 
childish application as samplers, but quilted bed-spreads, and at 
least one complete girl’s costume almost of Revolutionary times. 

It may be said finally that, not only by reason of the name 
it bears, but also from the very nature of its contents, the Bowie 
Collection is one that should not escape the notice of lovers of 
America of early days.

Deliveries will be made on sales days between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M., and on other days—except holidays— 
between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the American 
Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may be, and only 
on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Delivery may be made, at the discretion of the Association, 


of any purchase during the session of the sale at which it was sold. 


5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business 
in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be 
performed by the Association for purchasers. The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing 
at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, 
however, without any assumption of responsibility on its part 
for the acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not removed 


within ten days from the date of the sale thereof.
